e Some nickels that have recently emanated from the woods of West Guilford are 
shown below, with appropriate explanations. Most collectors have already received them.

It is printed in blue and 
red, with the fleur-de-lis hand painted in white for 
accent. Its date refers to the C.A.W.M.C. meeting 
held on the last day of the show. With next year's ae 
show slated for Moncton, NB it will soon be time a gt CANAD x 
to start making plans for that occasion. 


The idea of a pitch black scene with nothing 
in sight but the moon was taken from a postcard. | 
suppose most cities and towns around the world 
have such a postcard.

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SASKATOON COIN CLUB ISSUES WOOD

The Saskatoon Coin Club has issued a new round wood to mark the thirty- 
fifth anniversary of their coin and stamp show on 
October 26 and 27, 1996 at the Travelodge Motel. 

The obverse is an improved version of the 
design used for their twenty-eighth show in 1989. 
“SASKATOON COIN CLUB” is around the 
outside, at the top and “ESTABLISHED 1960" is 
around the bottom. Inside this is a wheel hub 
signifying that Saskatoon is the Hub City of the 
west. The spokes of the wheel represent the 
highways entering the city with the numbers 
showing which highways they are. In the centre is the outline of the city with the 
South Saskatchewan River running through it. A bridge is across the nver. Also 
shown are a grain elevator, a potash mine and an oil derrick, signifying the main 
industries around Saskatoon. This obverse logo was designed by Gary Meckling and 
Herb Bieber of the club. 

The reverse has “SASKATOON COIN AND STAMP SHOW” in the centre 
with “THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL” around the top and “OCTOBER (maple leaf) 
26,27,1996" around the bottom. This was designed by Herb Bieber of the club. 

Canada Wide Woods supplied 500 pieces in red and also 200 pieces with the 
club logo only on one side in green. Members of the club will use these to put their 
own design on the blank side. The woods in red will be available at $1.50 each 
postpaid or $1.00 each plus a SASE, or five for $5.00 postpaid. Orders can be sent 
to HERB BIEBER 2205 Clarence Ave., Saskatoon, Saskatchewan S7J 1L6.
